PLAN FOR PUBLIC HEALTH PROGRESS 

A man or woman with a definite purpose in life, plus 
the best possible training for fulfilling that purpose (a 
planned vocation or profession) is what it takes to reach 
a successful goal. Such type of preparedness applied to 
a public service promises a material asset to one's country. 

This sort of consecrated endeavor has contributed 
much to this nation's public health. Without skilled peo- 
ple in the clinics, the hospitals and the research laborator- 
ies the fight against disease could not go on with much 
Unfortunately, there is said to be a growing short- 
f highly trained disease fighters, despite recent ad- 
reliable information, there are needed 
today 100,000 more nurses, physical and occupational 
therapists, medical social workers doctors and experts, all 
down the line from clinical practice to laboratory research. 
To fill this gap in medical manpower, the National Foun- 
dation has just announced the most impressive plan for 
health scholarships in this country's history. 

The National Foundation, originally known as the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, is the voluntary 
health organization that runs the March of Dimes, gave 
patient aid '.o some .'125.1)00 polio victims, financed the Salk 
vaccine and educated 70 million Americans to use it as pro- 
tection against polio paralysis. It is now expanding its 
scope to include, besides polio, America's No. 1 crippler— 
arthritis— and the nation's most unmet childhood problem 
—birth defects. 

Over the next 10 years The National Foundation pro- 
poses to set aside $12 million in March of Dimes funds to 
help 505 students each year get college training in the 
health professions. Each scholarship will pay $500 a year 
for four years. The National Foundation's 3,100 chapters 
will select from each state five to 25 students a year, de- 
pending on population. 

Through this scholarship plan, The National Founda- 
tion is putting the emphasis for winning the health battle 
back on people. And it's people who count. 



BUREAU RULING HAMPERS FREE PRESS 

Government by pressure and edicts by bureaus that 
amount to law are not altogether new. The latest . . . 
comes in a ruling that the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
so far has failed to rescind, although it has been widely 
criticized as an infringement on freedom of the press. 

The controversy lies on the edge of the public vs. pri- 
vate power debate. Public utility companies have pur- 
chased advertsing space to present their side of this de- 
bate, and quite often we see advertising also presenting 
the public power advocates' side. 

Now, such advertising, in any business, ordinarily is 
held to be a regular business expense. Cost of advertising 
is deducted ... as a regular cost of doing business. 

But the Internal Revenue ohicialdom has made a 
special rulUV, Foi this particular type of advertising, it 
has held no deduction can be made. So far as we can de- 
termine, no one has ever explained why one kind of ad- 
vertising is a business expense and why another is not. 

Newspapers and press associations, including the Mon- 
tana State Press Association, have attacked this ruling as 
a direct attempt to curb freedom of the press and freedom 
of expression. The utilities arc c nrying the fight to Wash- 
ington, too. The Northwest Ei^cti ic Light & Power As- 
sociation passed a resolution declaring that 'the recent an- 
nouncement issued by the bureau of Internal Revenue that 
it intends to disallow the . . . advertising expenditures as 
income tax deductions is an attempt to impose political 
pressures on business activitiis and it improperly infring- 
es upon the freedom of expression of the citizenry'. . . 

As we have pointed out before, this is not a question 
of public vs. private power. It is far more fundamental 
and far reaching. An appointive officer in government 
today is in effect penalizing one group. What whim will 
Stop hiin . . . from exercising tax powers to hit another? 
This is an indirect, subtle but wholly effective way of lim- 
iting freedom of speech. The only difference is that it has 
been done by bureau edict rather than by legislative act. 
— Glasgow (Mont.) Courier.
